Wall Street estimates that 
approximately t500,000,000 will 
be spent this year by Americans 
for the purchase of automobiles. 
Of this vast sum probably 85 per 
cent, will beffor machines of 
domestic make! the onlv foreign 
product iu whili will be robber 
for the tire*, of which about 
$75,000,000 will be used. 

It is eomputed by statisticians 
of New York's financial district 
that half of this outlay would be 
used for stock market specula- 
tion but for the nation wide 
craze for "joy cars." With 
such an enormous amouut of 
money diverted from stock trad- 
ing channel*, conditions iu the 
street are now akiu lo those that 
prevailed during the 1907 pmic. 
In mi mouths there has been a 
shrinkage of $150,000,000 iu the 
market value securities dealt iu 
upon the Stock Exchange, due 
mainly to lack of public support. 
The lambs; always a fruitful 
source of reveuue for the 
wily bulls and bears, no 
longer gambol with their old 
abaudon and have become as 
scarce as hen's teeth about Wall, 
Nassau & Broad Streets. All 
that are lefi are the professional 
traders to whom the limited 
pickings are not overattractive. 

Iu the . hope of checking the 
spread of the automobile tide, 
the assistance of local bankers 
has been enlisted. The latter 
are now vociferously deprecat 
ing the mania. They claim it is 
inoculating the small business 
men of the country as well as the 
affluent merchants of the city, 
and that in order to gratify their 
appetite for machines this class 
is mortgaging its homes and 
property. This cry of alarm 
however is not borne out by 
the mortgage secords which 
show but a normal state of bor- 
rowing oo the real estate. 
Neither do the reports of the 
Clearing House indicate that 
bank deposits are being appreci 
ably withdrawn to enable cus- 
tomers to buy machines. What 
money is being used by the pub 
lio for the purchase of cars is its 
surplus cash which in other 
years found its way into stock 
exchange booses for lesa exhilar- 
ating employment. This is the 
money that created inflated and 
fictitious markets- and enabled 
the gamblers of The Street to 
live in opulence while their oli 
ents Krew two grey hairs where 
there was one before. 

Throughout the financial dis- 
trict, especially amoug those 
who depend upon the out- 
side public for their business, 
there seems to be a disposition 
to deplore the recent Durchase 
by J, Pierrepont Morgan of the 
controlling interest iu oue of tlie 
largest of the domestic automo- 
bile factories. They think it 
will have a bad effect' on the 
1 market and help to retard the

| by giving undue prestige to the

Preacher and Editor. 

The following summary of the sit- 
uation, from an exchange, is evi- 
dently written by some one who 
speaks from experience : 

Editing a newspaper, In some re- 
spects, is a good deal like preaching 
the gospel— truth must be presented 
u the form of generalities or some 
fellow will get hit and howl. Few 
persons like truth, even the home- 
opathic doses, if it hits them. But 
while preachers criticise editors 
lor what they do say, no one thinks 
of giving them credit for what they 
do not say. Yet what they keep to 
themselves constitutes the major 
portion of what they know about 
people. 

Very many people harbor the be- 
lief that newspapers are eager to 
publish derogatory things. It s a 
mistake. There isn't a newspaper 
that could not spring a sensation in 
the community at any time by 
merely telling what it knows. 
There is not a newspaper that does 
not keep under the lock of secrecy 
scores of derogatorv things which 
never meet the public eye or reach 
the public ear. Deciding what not 
print is the most troublesome 
part of newspaper work. 

The many good stories suppressed 
because of innocent relatives and 
for the good of the public nobody 
outside of a newspaper offlce has 
any way ot knowing. 

In some instances he who flies 
into a passion because a newspaper 
prints something about him which 
he considers uncomplimentary has 
every reason to feel profoundly 
grateful to the newspaper for pub- 
lishing so little of what it knows 
about him. And oftlmes the loud- 
est bluffer is the most vulnerable to 
attack. A big noise is often a de- 
vice employed to cover trepidation 

Newspapers put up with more 
bluffing than any other agenoy 
would endure. It is not because 
they lack courage; It is because 
they are unwilling to use their pow- 
er to destroy or ruin unless the In- 
terest of society imperatively de- 
mands It 

It might be well for some people 
to refleot upon these truths aud in 
silent gratitude accept mild admon- 
ition lest worse befall.

ESTABLISHMENT OF MARTIAL LAW 



JU.I. With the Governor. S.y. Col. 
B.xett-Needed in N.ght 
Rider District. 



Ever since Night Riding has at- 
tracted the attention that it has. 
the question of the right to estab- 
lish marshal law in the affected 
districts has been a much mooted 
one. many lawyers holding to the 
view that it could not be declared 
bv the governor until certalu condi- 
tions had oome to pass, and others 
holding to the view that the gov- 
ernor has the right to establish mil- 
itary rule whenever he saw fit. 

Chief among those who held to 
the latter opinion was Lieut. Col. 
E. B. Bassett, of Hopkinsvllle, who 
was in personal charge of the sol- 
diers that were on dutv during the 
height of the night riding, and who 
rendered valuable service in the 
way. Col. Bassett found time then 
to study up on the laws governing 
the establishment of martial law, 
and he claims to have found ample 
foundation upon which the govern- 
or of the State is one with whom 
the power rests whenever, in his 
judgment, conditions warrant such 
a step. In Col. Bastetts opinion 
the very fact that conditions re- 
quire the presence of soldiers really 
is an establishment of martial law. 
He submitted bis law proofs to Gov- 
ernor Wilson and Attorney General 
Breathitt months ago, and was 
warmly complimented by both offi- 
cials at the time upon the complete- 
ness of his theory. Now he has 
prepared this opinion in typewrit- 
ten form, covering fifteen pages, and 
has given it out for publication. 

Col. Bassett believes conditions 
demanding; martial law now exist 
in certain sections of Kentucky, and 
his written opinion is given to the 
public for the purpose of correction; 
what he tejms is "a very great mis- 
conception as to the authority of 
the governor to declare or institute 
martial law." 

In his introduction Col. Bassett 
paints in burniug words the horrors 
of the night riding reign, declaring 
thatthev had desecrated churches 
by holding meetings there, of hold- 
ing prayer meetings and even par- 
taking of the, sacrament before go- 
ing out on a raid ; that the Knight 
Templar drill had been used In 
training the squads; that they have 
drawn upon the Masonic oatli for 
"an oath that is 'clothed in the cun- 
ning livery of hell' in its signifi- 
cance;" that "Masons have laid up- 
on Masons the ignominous stripes, 



and Ignored with contempt the dls- 
sign that has beeu a safe resort for 
ages; that churches have been 
ed. ministers have been he jnd- 
ihd maltreated, and schoolhous- 
es "used as breeding plase for their 
inholy confederation and head- 
luarters for their villianous con- 
plracieB." He charges that courts 
mve been abased and have refused 
o do their duty in some instances 
.tid upon this more than anything 
lse he bases his argument that 
martial law can be deolared. 
In conclusion, Col. Bassett says: 
■ Under all conJitions the military 
are recognized as conservators of 
Jhe peace, defenders of the home 
and vindicators of the law which 
alone renders life, liberty and prop- 
erty secure, and they have no am- 
bition or desire to be in a less noble 
attitude. 

We have not far to go in seeking 
for the reason for this universal def- 
erence to civil Institutions on the 
part of military officers. It is a 
part of their very existence. They 
are educated to regard the civil law 
with the greatest respect and rever- 
ence and solicitous to avoid being 
brought noder the censure, the gen- 
eral principle that the civil is su- 
perior to military jurisdiction is 
io firmly implanted in their minds 
hat they never question save In ex- 
reuie cases which their good sense 
ejects at first sight as Improper, 
the acts of agents of civil govern- 
ment. It can be easilly imagined 
that a class of public officials thus 
Imbued not only with a profound 
regard for civil administration, but 
a desire to avoid, if possible, having 
anything to do with it, would not 
seek even a temporary extension of 
their own authority over it— when 
however the necessity arises and 
the duty appears, they do not usu- 
ally shrink from the responsibilities 
thereby imposed, conscious that 
they are actuated by love of good 
order not lust of power." 

Kept back as a last resort, the 
military will, if discreetly used, re- 
store quiet and give that security to 
society which the civil law cannot. 
That Is Its function on such occa- 
sions. The experience of nations 
has shown that this confidence in 
the soldier is not In danger of being 
abused, so long as government it-
